Wrye's Letter Verbatim, London, Ott. 31. 

Since our laff arriv’d a Mail from Holand. 
UR Merchants have received the melan- 
cholly News, that the Prince Wilram, 

Captain Ford, bound for London from 
Cadiz, withchree or foar other Ships, 
were loftoffrhe Rota. That the Ber- 
mudas Merchant, Captain Heron, bound from St. 
Euftace to Holland, foundered in her Paffage, and 
the Men all loft, except a Negroe Boy; and that 
the Ship commanded by Captain Boyle, coming out 
of the Blve about three Weeks ago, run upon the 
Sands and was loft, but all the Men were faved ; 
and from the Accounts which Captain Herbert, as 
we lately mentioned, brought of a Hurricane at 
Barbadoes, it is feared that great Damage has deen 
done to the Ships there. 

“Our South Sea Company is under no fmall Con- 
cern, that their annual Ship has been fo long de- 
tained by contrary Winds, which muft occafion a 
very heavy Expence ; and how this Affair will ter- 
minate, with refpe@ to the Advantages that will 
accrue from her Voyage, we know fot. 

We acquainted you ia. our laft, with the A ppre- 
Jhenfions which fome here were uader from the vile 
Incendiaries; we have Now to relate, that the La- 
dy Diana Fielding, Sifter to the Rt. Honorable the 
Eatl of Denby, hada Letter fent her at her Houfe 
in Duke Street Weftminfter, threatning Death, 
Fire, &c.in cafe her Ladyfhip did not fend a cer- 
tain Sum of Money toa Place therein mentioned.
